supplemented by the Provincial governments in the West. Production was 
encouraged in all possible ways and by every practicable means.. A never 
ceasing battle against weeds, insect pests, rust, losses from hail, has: been 
waged; new varieties of early ripening grain have been developed in order 
to increase the area capable of wheat production; the’ use of good clean 
seed has been stressed; the credit of the Dominion and ‘the provinces has 
been utilized to make Western*Canada a great wheat producing country. 


_Under the legislation now before parliament and the legislatures, gov- 
rnments are to take control of wheat sales and marketing in order to 


Z trict the volume of such sales, and to’ apportion among the farmers the

“Control of Marketing of Wheat Acts” of a uniform character sub- 
mitted to the legislatures of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta provide 
for control by license or otherwise of the quantity of wheat which each 

* Owner or occupant of land may sell during the crop year 1934-35. This | 
legislation also provides that any wheat sold in the provinces shall be sold | 
and delivered in accordance with the regulations made by the Provincial [ 
Boards;. allows an interprovincial board to take possession and sell wheat 
stored anywhere in.the province; provides power to enter into contracts or 
agreements of any kind with respect to the purchase, sale, handling, trans- 
portation, storage ahd insurance of wheat and to determine what consti- 
tutes delivery or possession. 

In a word, the provinces take absolute control ‘over. the marketing, pur- 
chase and sale, and the handling and transportation of all wheat within 
their respective provinces, while the Dominion takes control of the sale and 
deliveries of wheat outside the provinces whether within Canada or to 
other countries. ; 

This, in substance, is the manner in which it is proposed to implement 
Canada’s undertaking in the International Wheat Agreement negotiated at 
London last year, rather than to attempt to enforce a definite per centage 
reduction in the acreage sown to wheat and which might, or might not, 
depending upon climatic and other conditions, result in. a lowered wheat 
production. 

Unquestionably the administration of this new legislation will be diffi- 
cult. It will call for great tact and discrimination if almost universal critic- 
ism of and opposition to it ig not to develop, Consideration must be given 
to those. thousands of wheat farmers in the drought stricken areas of the 
West who have not enjoyed normal crops for several years and many of 
whom have had no crops at all. If crop conditions are favorable this sea- 
gon they must be allowed full opportunity to rehabilitate themselves. The 
needs of a farmer with a large family of young children are necessarily 
greater than those of a farmer having no family, or whose children are 
now of adult age and can care for themselves. In fact, a hundred and one 
varying circumstances will arise demanding.consideration. Hence, the task 
of issuing individual licenses fixing the .quantity of wheat which each 
farmer may sell will be a task in itself. - . 

The new legislation is to be effective for one year only, although, of 
course, it may come up for review prior to its expiration. In view of pres- 
ent world conditions this restrictive legislation may he necessary; govern- 
. ments at all event appear to be convinced that it is necessary. Therefore, 
despite the many conflicting views which prevail, it would appear to be best 
that people generally. should not only agree to give it a fair trial, but that 
they should do what lies in their power to make the proposed system oper- 
ate as efficiently and with as little friction as possible. Let us see what it 
can accomplish for our farmer producers in the crop year 1934-35.

NO. 5—MYOPIA, OR “SHORT-SIGHTEDNESS” 


As explained in Article Ng, 4, to 
obtain normal vision, the depth of 
the eyeball and the curvature of the 
| Lens and Cornea should be’ in exact 
relation to each other, 

Should the depth be too great or 
the Lens or Cornea too convex then 
the focal point of the image will be 
in the Vitreous Humor in front of 
the Retina. The rays from the image | 
looked at, after focusing will cross | 
and proceed to the Retina forming 
an enlarged but blurred image. This 
is tae Myopic condition, and unlike 
Hyperopia, nature does not provide 
any means of overcoming it. 

The average Myope (Myopic per- 
son) has no trouble at the reading 
distance, his trouble being poor dis- 
tant .vision. It is significant that 
Myopic persons seldom indulge in 
outdoor sports or recreation but turn! 
to books and study. The Germans dl 
a nation are typical of this, especi- 
ally among the “intellectuals’’ which 
may possibly account for their ad- 
vancement in science. It is esti- 
mated that of all the refractive 
errors of tae eye only six or seven 
per cent. of people are Myopic.

Thin Wall Of Gas 


Very Narrow Margin. Protects 
Humans From Sun’s “Death 


: . Rays” 

An eighth of an inch of gas is all 
that stands between the human race 
and destruction by “death rays” 
from the sun, according to Dr. 
Charles G. Abbot in his annual re- 
port to the Smithsonian Institution. 
This ozone ‘wall’ lies forty miles 
above the earth in the upper reaches 
of the stratosphere and is spread 
through considerable space. But if 
it were concentrated it would be less 
than one-eighth of an inch thick, 
“The ozone absorbs short-wave ultra- 
violet rays that would blind, blister,. 
and eventually destroy all earthly 
life if they. could penetrate the 
‘wall’,” declares Dr. Abbot. ‘The 
ultra-violet waves known to us as 
beneficial to health are of a longer 
wave-length. If the ozone layer were 
1% inches thick the beneficial rays 
could not get through either and 
rickets would be prevalent through- 
out the earth.’ The Smithsonian In- 
stitution calculates that’ the heat 
generated by the sun is equal to that 
which would be produced by burning 
400,000,000,000,000,000,000,000 tons. of 
anthracite coal a year. ,

Frowning or 
knitting the brows to obtain better 
vision is very, characteristic of 
Myopia. : 

As I said in explaining Hyperopia 
that it is the commonest cause of'a 
child’s eye turning in (crossed) so 
Myopia is the usual cause of the eye 
turning out. The great danger of 
allowing even a small amount . of 
Myopia to go uncorrected is the al- 
most certain probability that it will 
grow worse and become a progres- 
sive condition and from that it is 
only a step to the “malignant” type 
when the ruin of the Ocular system 
is usually a matter of time. If a 
normal depth eyeball of one inch 
were elongated, as in Myopia, one 
twenty-fifth of an inch, the vision 
would decrease from one hundred per 
cent. to about fifteen per cent,

When we buy goods we sell money. 
When we sell money we buy goods. 

All transaction are exchange of 
goods for goods through the medium 
of money. The immediate transac- 
tion, however, represents the sale of 
goods for money or looking at the 
transaction from the other side, it is 
a sale of money for goods. . 


When the price of commodities 
moves up or down we speak of it as 
an alteration in the purchasing power 
of money or a change’ in the price 
level. 

In recent years we have heard that 
it is impossible to pay our debts be- 
cause these obligations were entered 
upon at a time when the price of 
commodities was high, that is, when 
we received a larger amount of money 
for the things we had to sell. On 


woven itself into the fibre of com- 
munity life? 

The rural telephone system in the 
province is in a bad way. It is said 
that it never actually paid its way, a 
condition that ha® only become acute 
in the last few years when the entire 
service, both urban and rural,. has 
greatly diminished in revenue. But 
at the present time it becomes a ques- 
tion of how long the rural service can 
be continued as a drag on provinical 
ownership.. An increased rura] rate 
would be required to make it self- 
supporting, and the 50 per cent re- 
maining subscribers: could not stand 


this. 


The alternative that is presented 
seems to be a farm-owned system 
operating ‘by units, with central con- 
nection. Under such ‘circumstances, 
the province accepts a very serious 
loss from book value of the system. | 
but at least there is action. The dis- 
tricts continue to enjoy this very 
necessary facility, and the province 
at least is in no worse condition than 
under thé present system of drift. 


When Mr. Howson was speaking 
here a few months ago he said’ that 
the rural phone service should ie 
garded as semi-social nature. There 
appears to be much truth in this. It 
is little short of a necessity, particu- 
larly in isolated areas and'‘in areas 
where ‘the citizens have discontinued 
the use of motor cars. Only a few 
‘years ago, the government was being 
urged to install phones in every rural 
school. To many it seemed a neces- 
sity at that time. .And to many it 


this is based the idea that the fluctu- 
ation in the purchasing power of 
money constitutes one of the great- 
est evils of the age and as a result 
there are under consideration many 
different plans for giving us a stabil- 
ized currency which will be a fair 
measure of-.value, just as a yard is a 
measure of lerigth, unchanging with 
the years . : i 
Up to date there has been great 
difficulty in bringing this about. 
Many barriers stand in the --way. 
Conceivably it is possible to establish 
a uniform price level but the move- 
ment of prices within the level might 
be quite large and varied. Taking all 
commodities the price level ‘ might 
be fairly steady, but the price of farm 
products might go down and the price 
of manufactured products might go 
up and a uniform level would be es- 
tablished, not by the maintainance 
of steady prices in the balancing the 
other. There are other factors also 
’—@ varying price level solves many 
problems even if it does present the 
others very difficult to solve. 
However, attempted means for the 
achievement of. this end is not the 
subject of this discussion. The prob- 


lem rather is, to what extent has this 


alteration in. the purchasing power 
of our dollar affected our capacity to 
pay our debts? Let us see. 


If we start with Confederation the 
price level was fairly steady from 
From the lowest to 


1867 to 1774. 
the highest in this series of years the 


variation was less than eight points. 
Then from 1875:to 1895 there was a

are much harder to meet when prices 


|are as low -as they are today. On 


the other hand, debts contracted be- 
fore that period get the benefit of 
the argument so far as the price level 
is concerned in almost every year 
right back to 1867. 


Again debts contracted in 1922, 
1923 or 1924, could have been liquid- 
ated any time between that.date and 
1928 without any very great diffi- 
culty so far as this problem is con- 
cerned, Beginning, however, with 
1930 (note the figures in the table 
above) we had a somewhat violent 
change in the situation and the price 
levels of 1932 and 1933 were particu- 
larly disturbing to those who were in 
debt. 

From 1896. to 1914 the price level 
rose gradually. 1914 to 19382 may be 
isolated as the disturbed period of the 
War—and the aftermath. Had it 
not been for this most unpleasant 
interlude of the world’s insanity— 
where monarch reason slept—it is 
more than probable that we should 
have had a gradually rising price level 
over a period of years without any 
great disturbing element such as we 
unfortuntely had and still have. On 
the other hand it is difficult to im- 
agine any monetary system capable 
of controlling that period where all 
forces, monetary and non-monetary, 
conspired to tear to atoms the struc- 
tures. of the past, regardless of how 
sound they seemed in the years which 
had gone before.

DISAPPEARED.

Everybody wants to «know why 
money disappeared that was in circu- 
| lation in our internal trade! four years 
ago.» Our money system is blamed 
but it did what it always does. This 
money weht out ‘of circulation when 
Canada’s internal trade fell 199 mil- 
lion dollars’ lower in 1938 than in 
1930, and will’ come back when this 
trade is restored by the voters who 
contributed to its decline. 


‘Canada’s exports in 1980 were 1144 
million ‘dollars. which déclined to ‘480 


millions in 19338. Our home markets. 


or internal trade lost the difference 
and 664 million dollars less ,money 
circulated in it, formerly spent by the 
producers of. exports. 

Canada’s imports in 1930 were 1248 
millions: which declined to 406 mil- 
lions in 1938. Our internal trade 
again lost the difference and trade 
amounting to 842 millions at invoice 
price, did. not circulate in it. 

These imports were sold at’ an ad- 
vance of at least 50 per cent, or suf- 
ficient to cover freight handling, stor- 
age and selling. At 50 per cent our 
internal trade lost 421° millions form- 
erly earned in it by distributors. 


‘These three items made a total 
of 1927 million dollars that disap- 
peared from our internal . trade, 
surely enough to make a depression 
in a bigger country than Canada. — 


There are two main reasons why 
this trade disappeared: One is that 
Canada changed her policy and since 
July, 1930, did her best to keep out 
these imports that put more’ money 
into circulation than the exports. 
Stopping imports also stopped ex- 
ports, according to the records, 1144 
million exports in 1930, 817 millions 
in 1931, 587 millions in 1932 and 480 
millions in 1938: If you won’t take 
what the other fellow has to offer, 
trade is stopped. Other’ countries 
bought more from us when we bought 
more from them. 

The other main reasons for this trade 
disappearing was the drop in prices. 
Figures making this distinction were 
not available previous to 1932. 


In one-year our internal trade’ has 
dropped 102 million dollars in volume 
and 201 million dollars in price. 

In 19380 Canada “imported” agri- 
cultural and animal products amount- 
ing to 296 millions, which included 


| some New Zealand butter and export- 


ed 517 millions of these products out 
of 1144 total exports. There was no 
depression but our trade had receded 
from the high peak of 1929. Canada 
voted for a change in policy, stopped 
imports and lost or is losing many 
of her best customers, including Eng- 
land, who through her marketing 
boards is increasing the production of 
wheat, cattle, poultry, ete., at a rate 
| that will soon make her independent 
of our exports, unless Canada changes 
her policy. Trade lost is hard to re-

Since 1930, when this trade restrict- 
ed, our stores, warehouses and fac- 
tories are too many and too big; our 
railways without this seaboard and 
‘inland traffic are said to have too 
| great capacity; our farmers are told 
they produce too much, while our 
stomachs are empty and our living 
quarters are cramped and over-crowd- 
ed. According’ to the census, Trad- 
ing, Merchandising and Transporta- 
tion gainfully employed more than 
the Manufacturing . industries, No 
substitute for this trade has ‘even 
been suggested.

The rise during this period was 
from 65.5 in 1914 to 155.9 in 1920. 
Let us pause here a moment to re- 
flect that it was in this period that 
a great deal of our expansion took 
place and debts, federal, provincial, 
municipal and otherwise, were much 
greater at the end of this period than 
they were at the beginning, indicating 
quite clearly that though a high 
price level may be a happy thing 
while ‘it lasts, it does not necessarily 
imply a reduction of our debts, on 
the contrary it usually leads to an 
expansion of our outstanding obliga- 
tions. This was not only true of this 
period but has been true of almost 
every other single’ period in the econ- 
omic history of this or any other 
country. In a period of expansion 
debts grow. It might be all right to 
say that this should not take place, 
but we are‘dealing here merely. with 
facts and not with ideals or dreams. 


Taking these two periods together : 
it will be seen’ that we had a long 
period from 1896 to 1920, a twenty- 
four year period, in which the fluct-
